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"There are no ISIS members here" 

Residents of a village in northwestern Syria are in shock after U.S. air strikes demolished two 
neighborhoods, despite there being no ISIS militants in the area, killing 27 people including six 
children. According to a report by Al- Jazeera, which is aligned with Qatar, a vehement supporter of the 
U.S. military campaign against ISIS, missiles targeting the town of Kafr Diryan destroyed two 
residential areas, killing 27 people, most of whom were civilians. 

"The locals say that this is the first time that they were attacked by missiles since the outbreak of 
Syrian revolution. The paradox, they say, is they were bombed not by the Syrian regime, but by an 
international coalition which killed and wounded many of them under the pretext of fighting 
terrorism," states the report. 

One of the locals interviewed for the report asserted that no ISIS militants were even active in the area. 

"This coalition is not against terrorism. It is against civilians, as you can see. The revolution has been 
going on for four years now, and not a single missile was shot at us by Bashar Al- Assad and his gang. 
The coalition fired two missiles, supposedly targeting ISIS, but there are no ISIS members here, not 
even ISIS children." 

While the U.S. air strike on Kafr Diryan failed to eliminate any ISIS targets, the overall bombing 
campaign has had the opposite effect, with 6,000 new ISIS members being recruited since the United 
States' military campaign against Islamic State began last month. 

Having flooded the region with weapons by arming both the Iraqi military and jihadists in Libya and 
Syria, arms which were subsequently acquired by ISIS , air strikes will have the inevitable effect of 
radicalizing more people to join the fight on the side of Islamic State. 



Since ISIS is run by Iraqi generals who were former members of Saddam Hussein's Baath Party before 
being radicalized in American prisons, a direct connection between the 2003 invasion of Iraq and the 
emergence of ISIS can also be drawn. 

As Congressman Dennis Kucinich points out in an article today, "This Frankenstein-like experiment of 
arming the alleged freedom- seeking Syrian opposition created the monster that roams the region. ISIS 
and the US have a curious relationship — mortal enemies that, at the same time, benefit from some of 
the same events." 

Kucinich notes that the U.S. and ISIS both share the same goals in the region. Having ousted the non- 
compliant Iraqi President Nouri al Maliki, who bitterly complained that the United States' allies were 
funding ISIS . Iraq is set to be partitioned, while regime change in Syria remains a dual objective of 
both the U.S. and ISIS. 

As a deluge of evidence clearly confirms - bombing the middle east only radicalizes populations and 
creates more terrorists. The United States' foreign policy has created more terrorists than it has killed, a 
consequence that will almost certainly be replicated in the aftermath of the campaign against ISIS.

a) Ousting former Iraqi President Nouri al Maliki for his refusal to consent to the continued presence of 
U.S. troops in his country. 

b) Regime change in Syria. 

c) Arming the Kurds so they can separate from Iraq, a preliminary move to partitioning Iraq. 

What a coincidence for war-profiteering neo-cons and the war industry, which has seen its stock rise 
since last week's congressional vote to fund the rapid expansion of war. We have met the enemy and he 
isn't only ISIS, he is us. 

Phase two of the war against Syria is the introduction of 5,000 "moderate" mercenaries (as opposed to 
immoderate ones), who were trained in Saudi Arabia, the hotbed of Wahhabism, at an initial installment 
cost of $15 billion. These new "moderates" will replace the old "moderates," who became ISIS, just in 
time for Halloween. 

The administration, in the belief that you can buy, rent, or lease friends where they otherwise do not 
exist, labors under the vain assumption that our newfound comrades-in-arms will remain in place 
during their three-year employment period, ignoring the inevitability that those "friends" you hire today 
could be firing at you tomorrow. 

One wonders if Saudi training of these moderate mercenaries will include methods of beheading which 
were popularized by the Saudi government long before their ISIS progeny took up the grisly practice. 

The U.S. is being played. 

Qatar and Saudi Arabia can now overtly join with the US in striking Syria, after they have been 
covertly attempting for years to take down the last secular state in the region. We are now advancing 
the agenda of the actual Islamic States — Saudi Arabia and Qatar — to fight the ersatz Islamic State of 
ISIS. 

Now US bombs and missiles might inadvertently "make the world safe" for theocracy rather than 
democracy. Today we read reports that Israel has shot down a Syrian warplane, indicating the terrible 
possibility of a wider regional conflict. 

What does this have to do with the security of the 50 States United? Nothing! 

Last week Congress acted prematurely in funding a war without following the proscriptions of Article 
I, Section 8 of the US Constitution. (The day of the vote, I urged Congress to resist this dangerous and 
misguided legislation.) But even while the funding was given, the explicit authorization to go to war 
was not. To authorize a war, Congress must vote for war. It has not done that yet. 



To sell its case, the administration is borrowing from the fear mongering tactics of the Bush 
administration. ISIS poses no direct, immediate threat to the United States - The White House even 
said so yesterday , just hours before bombing commenced — yet we are being sold make-believe about 
ISIS sleeper cells. 

This attack on Syria, under the guise of striking ISIS, is by definition, a war of aggression. It is a 
violation of international law. It could lead to crimes against humanity and the deaths of untold 
numbers of innocent civilians. No amount of public relations or smooth talking can change that. 

And yes, members of this Democratic administration, including the president who executed this policy, 
must be held accountable by the International Criminal Court and by the American people, who he 
serves. 

But as we know, war is a powerful and cynical PR tactic. I expect the bombing of Syria will 
momentarily boost the White House's popularity with self-serving heroic accounts of damage inflicted 
upon ISIS (and the U.S. equipment they use). Stuffing the November ballot box with bombs and 
missiles may even help the Democratic Party retain the Senate. 

But after the election the voters will discover that the president played into the hands of extremists, hurt 
civilians, and embroiled our country deep into another conflict in the Middle East. 

There were alternatives. The US and the international community could have contained and shrunk 
ISIS by cutting off its funds and its revenue from sale of oil on the black market. We could have looked 
to strike a deal with Syria and Iran. 

In foreign policy, the administration has failed. Congress has failed. Both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties have passed the national checkbook to their patrons in the war contracting business. 
And passed the bill to future generations. 

The American people, who in 2008 searched for something redemptive after years of George W. Bush's 
war, realize in 2014 that hope and change was but a clever slogan. It was used to gain power and to 
keep it through promoting fear, war, the growth of the National Security state, and an autumnal bonfire 
of countless billions of tax dollars which fall like leaves from money trees on the banks of the Potomac.

As Tom Engelhardt notes, "Washington is a war capital" and "the United States is a war state." It is the 
"norm for us is to be at war somewhere at any moment." War has been a constant since World War II. It 
feeds the beast, the military-industrial complex, as exiting president Dwight Eisenhower so presciently 
warned. 

ISIS, forged out of the remnants of al-Qaeda in Iraq, armed and trained by the United States and its 
"partners," the fossilized Wahhabi monarchies of the Persian Gulf, poses nowhere near the deadly 
threat of the United States. 

The United States has excelled as the Master of War. It has fine tuned military interventions, covert 
operations, coups and attempted coups, regime change and, most recently, color revolutions. 

It has intervened, directly and indirectly, in dozens of countries, including the Philippines, South Korea, 
Lebanon, Iran, Guatemala, Cuba, Rep. Congo (Zaire), Brazil, Greece, Russia, Poland, Turkey, 
Dominican Republic, Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos, Indonesia, Chile, Angola, East Timor, Nicaragua, 
Grenada, Panama, Kyrgyzstan, Haiti, Yugoslavia, Georgia, Ukraine, Argentina, Ghana, Venezuela, 
Bolivia, Honduras, Paraguay, Mexico, El Salvador, Iraq, Afghanistan, Sudan, Somalia, Pakistan, 
Yemen, Tunisia, Egypt, Libya, Syria, and elsewhere. 

The CIA, the enforcer of the financial class, has assassinated or attempted to assassinate 50 or more 
political leaders. 

Genocidal Death Toll in the Millions 

"Coming to grips with these U.S./CIA activities in broad numbers and figuring out how many people 
have been killed in the jungles of Laos or the hills of Nicaragua is very difficult," former CIA official 
John Stockwell wrote in the 1980s. "But, adding them up as best we can, we come up with a figure of 
six million people killed - and this is a minimum figure. Included are: one million killed in the Korean 
War, two million killed in the Vietnam War, 800,000 killed in Indonesia, one million in Cambodia, 
20,000 killed in Angola. . . and 22,000 killed in Nicaragua. These people would not have died if U.S. 
tax dollars had not been spent by the CIA to inflame tensions, finance covert political and military 
activities and destabilize societies." 



Since Stockwell's estimation, an additional 1.5 million Iraqis have died, 500,000 of them children, in 
two invasions and a medieval sanctions regime lasting over a decade. Countless thousands more, 
apparently unworthy of tally, have died in the war on terror in Afghanistan, Yemen, Pakistan, and 
elsewhere in the Middle East and Africa. 

The ISIS War, predicted to last decades, if not indefinitely, will add thousands more to the ever growing 
death toll. 

Almost as stunning as the death toll is how easy it is to brainwash the American public to either 
cheerlead mass destruction and murder, or sit on the sidelines, effectively mute ( George W. Bush called 
the antiwar movement during the second invasion of Iraq a "focus group," and, in essence, it was). 

Propaganda Victory: Brainwashed Masses Support Mass Murder 

Thanks to corporatized mass media propaganda, polls consistently show high numbers in favor of 
perpetual war against ISIS, the latest prefabricated enemy. 

A Wall Street Journal-NBC News poll "found indications that more people were coming to believe the 
U.S. should play a more active role on the world stage, a shift from Journal/NBC surveys earlier this 
year that found war- weary Americans wanting to step back from foreign engagements." 

Nearly half of polled Americans support airstrikes - the most recent killing children, not ISIS militants 
- and 34 percent favor sending ground troops into Iraq and Syria. As staged non-beheadings continue, 
this number is likely to rise. 

"The crimes of the U.S. throughout the world have been systematic, constant, clinical, remorseless, and 
fully documented but nobody talks about them," remarked dramatist Harold Pinter . 

Increasingly, thanks to the internet, currently more or less unmolested and free, these crimes have seen 
the light of day. Infowars.com and the alternative media have exposed ISIS, al-Qaeda, al-Nusra and, 
most recently, Khorasan , as covert intelligence and military operations, but despite this, if we can 
believe corporate polls, the American people favor going to war, forever. 

"The American public contains a large number of misinformed people who think they know 
everything," Paul Craig Roberts wrote prior to the onslaught of ISIS war propaganda.

The 
American people now shoulder an astounding debt, much of it directly attributable to the endless wars 
of the global elite. The Iraq invasion alone cost outright $1.7 trillion with an additional $6 trillion owed 
(with interest, of course, due to bankers) over the next four decades, according to the Costs of War 
Project by the Watson Institute for International Studies at Brown University. 

At the start of Obama's ISIS War earlier this month, it was estimated the United States would spend a 
$100 million per week bombing civilians in order to take out a handful of Islamic State fighters. In late 
August, the figure was pegged at $7.5 million a day in Iraq alone. Analysts at the Pentagon estimate it 
will eventually cost the American people $15 billion to $20 billion a year to conduct the ISIS War.

The Khorasan: As Fake As the Kardashians

Agence France-Presse reports :

alongside Syrian rebels. 

In announcing its raids in the northern province of Aleppo on Tuesday, Washington 
described the group it targeted as Khorasan, a cell of Al-Qaeda veterans planning attacks 
against the West. 

But experts and activists cast doubt on the distinction between Khorasan and Al- 
Nusra Front, which is Al-Qaeda's Syrian branch. 

"In Syria, no one had ever heard talk of Khorasan until the US media brought it up," 

said Rami Abdel Rahman, director of the Britain-based Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights. 

"Rebels, activists and the whole world knows that these positions (hit Tuesday) were Al- 
Nusra positions, and the fighters killed were Al-Nusra fighters," added Abdel Rahman, 
who has 
tracked the 
Syrian conflict 
since it erupted 
in 2011. 

Experts were 
similarly 
dubious about 
the 

distinction. 

"The name 
refers to Al- 
Qaeda fighters 
previously 
based in 

Afghanistan, Pakistan, and Iran who have travelled to Syria to fight with. . . Al-Nusra," said 
Matthew Henman, head of IHS Jane's Terrorism and Insurgency Centre. 

"They... should not be considered a new or distinct group as such." 

Aron Lund, editor of the Syria in Crisis website run by the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, raised similar doubts. 

"The fact that news about this Al-Qaeda-run, anti-Western cell linked to Al-Nusra 
emerged just over a week ago, through US intelligence leaks — well, it's certainly an 
interesting coincidence," he told AFP. 

* * * 

Claims of a distinction are lost of many of Syria's rebels, who have also often rejected 
the world community's designation of Al-Nusra as a "terrorist" group. 




When Washington added Al-Nusra to its list of "terrorist" organisations, even the 
internationally-backed Syrian opposition National Coalition criticised the decision. 

* * * 

On the ground, almost all rebel groups have been willing to cooperate with Al-Nusra, 
seeing them as distinct from the Islamic State group (IS), which espouses transnational 
goals and includes many non-Syrians among its ranks. 

* * * 

[The] history of cooperation [between the various crazies in Syria] has left some rebels and 
activists on the ground suspicious and even angry about the strikes on Al-Qaeda. 

* * * 

Some key members are believed to maintain channels of communication with Al-Nusra, 
including Qatar, which has helped negotiate the release of prisoners held by the group. 

McClatchy adds : 

Raad Alawi, the commander of a smaller group of fighters, the Squadrons of Al Haq, told 
McClatchy he was very angry. 

"Starting the war with the bombing of Nusra is an indication that this is a war against the 
revolution and not [ISIS] . . . "Maybe next they will bomb the bases of the Free Syrian 
Army." 

Well, okay . . . experts and Syrian Islamic jihadis think there's no distinction between the Khorasans and 
plain vanilla Al Nusra/ Al Qaeda/Free Syrian Army fighters. 

But surely America and our allies treat the moderate Syrian rebels ... I mean Al Nusra ... er, I mean 
theKhorasans . . . with a consistent iron fist?
